Meanwhile, a government 
index designed to forecast L>.S. 
ewnomte trends declined by a 
record 3.3 per cent in April, pro- 
viding new evidence that a sharp 
slowdown in the American 
economy is under way. The “com- 
posite index of leading indicators'' 
registered a sharper drop than the 
3 per cent in September 1 974, dur- 
ing the depths of the 1074-1975 
recession. 

The decline in the April index 
was the fourth in the last six 
months, the Commerce Depart- 
ment said Thursday. However, it 
revised the March index upward 
to show a U-3 per cent increase 
instead of the 0-5 per cent decline 
reported earlier. 

The Commerce Deportment 
said eight of the 10 indicators were 
negative in April, led by a sharp 
decline in the average work week, 
down 1-7 hours to‘39. 1 hours.

This must be based on 1967 and 
1973. United Nations Security 
Council resolution*, which called 
for Israeli withdrawal from 
occupied -Arab territories, and on 
"respect lor the legitimate rights 
of the Palestinian people’’. Earlier 
communiques issued by the 
NATO alliance have not referred 
to the Palestinians' "legitimate 
rights". 

Diplomatic sources said Mr. 
Vance saw the NATO reference 
to Palestinian legitimate rights as a 
recognition of Middle East 
realities. For many years the U.S. 
refused to refer to anything more 
than "Palestinian aspirations." 

Mr. Vance, who briefed his 
NATO colleagues on his talks in 
the Middle East with President 
Sadat and Mr. Begin, told a news 
conference the treaty was a cor- 
nerstone of a comprehensive 
peace. "We are now dealing with 
the West Bank and Gaza. We 
must begin to wrestle with the 
Palestinian question and resolve it 
in all its aspects," he added. 

Mr. Vance said the NATO 
communique went no further than 
his speech in Bccr.shcba last Fri- 
day. 

Meanwhile, the llniled Stales 
today received full backing from 
its NATO partners for the 
strategic arms limitation treaty 
which President Carter and Soviet 
President Leonid Brezhnev are to 
sign in Vienna next month. 

A communique issued at the 
end of the foreign ministers' meet- 
ing said the ministers welcomed 
the agreement. "They agreed that 
the balanced limitation of the nuc- 
lear weapons capabilities of the 
Soviet Union and the United 
Srates will make an important con- 
tribution u> East-West relations 
and security.” it said. 

NATO endorsement should 
strengthen President Carter’s 
hand in his wide-ranging summit 
talks’ with President Brezhnev in 
mid-June, and should also case 
the U.S. president's uphill task in 
getting the new SALT agreement 
ratified by the U.S. Senate where 
it faces strong opposition.

When asked whether Saudi 
Arabia was compelled to go along 
with other OPEC (Organisation 
nl Petroleum Exporting C'oun- 
tries) member stales in raising the ..S 
price of oil. he replied: "We are . ■; 
compelled by the market forces. 
by the law of supply and demand.'' 

He added: "Tile price ol nil is 
going up in the market not by the 
decision of OPEC or ol Saudi 
Arabia. It is In your own con- 
sumption. by voiii own decision.” 

Sheikh Yu mum said Saudi Arabia was losing at least S2U million a 
day IveauNc the price of its oil was lower than that ot other OPEC 
member slates. He said his country would he hurt by a Western 
recession. 

"OI course I led worried.” he said. " And of course this will have a 
side effect in Saudi Arabia. The more we lose on our assets abroad, 
the more wc have a resistance at home to increase our production. 
Saudis are telling us: 'why do you produce that much? you accumu- 
late assets and you lose’. Leave the oil in the ground and it will 
appreciate far more than anything you can gel from your investments 
abroad'." 

An OPEC spokesman told the UNCTAD conference in Manila 
today (see story below* ) that high oil prices and supply shortages hav e 
been caused by stockpiling in the industrialised countries and pro- 
fiteering by international oi companies. Mr. Adnan Al Janabi. head 
of OPEC s economics and finance department said output from the 
OP EC countries was higher in the first quarter of this year than in the 
same period last year, despite the Iraniun shut-down. 

Tlie decision by consumer countries ro build up their crude and gas 
oil stockpiles before next winter had caused on artificial shortage and 
forced up market prices, Mr. Janabi said. 

At the same time, the major oi companies had made billions of 
dollars in profits from buying supplies at official OPEC prices and 
selling at much higher market prices. 

"Almost every trader in the oil business is getting rich at the 
expense of someone or other”, the OPEC economist added. 

Strongly defending the oil exporters against consumer country 
criticism. Mr. Janabi said the 1 3 OPEC stares were leading givers of 
aid to the developing world, were producing more oil — and in some 
cases earning more surplus income — than was good for their own 
economies. 

In Washington, President Carter today called oil industry officials 
to the White House for talks on a new campaign to overcome fuel 
shortages and toconvince Americans of the need to conserv e energy. 

The session with industry officials sinned a meeting that will end 
tomorrow when the president hears views of consumer and environ- 
mental groups. 

The industry and the consumer groups are at odds over what is to 
blame for shortages of domestic and industrial fuel and queues at 
filling siatiuns. 

Yesterday . the White House accused one leading oil refiner of 
violating the president’s voluntary guideline to keep price rise* to (1.5 
per cent above the last two years and said other oil tir/m would 
receive similar notice. 

The oil industry says rising prices and diminished supplies, mainly 
because of the cutback in Iranian production, are among factors 
causing problems. Consumer groups, however, blame the companies 
for holding back supplies to push up prices. 

The presidenr. frustrated by congressional refusal to grant him 
standby powers to ration petrol and dctcais of other energy prop- 
osals. w ants Americans to cut oil consumption from the present 20 to 
21 million barrels a day. Nearly half of this is imported. 

In Tehran, the National Iranian Oil Company today announced a 
third surcharge on the price of its oil this year, bringing the price of a 
barrel of Iranian light crude to SfS.47 and the price or a barrel of 
heavy crude to SI 7.74. 


Security Council in special session 

U.N. reports truce 
in south Lebanon 

UNITED NATIONS, New York, May 31 C R> — Secretary Genera! Kurt 
Waldheim told the Security Council today a ceasefire had gone into effect 
in an area of southern Lebanon where U.N. troops have recently been caught 
up in exchanges between rival forces. 


He said firing, which intensified 
in the past three days, ceased at X 
a.m. local time today after U.N. 
commanders in the area mediated 
between Lebanese right-wing 
Christian militia and Palestinian 
torces. 

Mr. Waldheim said he had 
called the chief of U.N. 
peacekeeping operations in the 
Middle Easr. Lieutenant-General 
Ensio Siibsvuo. to New York for 
consultations. 

He made his statement as the 
Council met at Lebanon's request 
to discuss the situation in the 
southern pan of the country. 

Mr. Waldheim said the Leban- 
ese militia agreed to the ceasefire 
after the Palestinians, to whom he 
referred only as "armed ele- 
ments." slopped shooting. 

The Security Council heard 
statements by Lebanon. Israel and 
the Palestine Liberation Organ- 
isation about the trouble in south- 
ern Lebanon, but took no formal 


action. 

It adjourned without setting a 
date lor any further meeting on 
ihe subject. 

Lebanese representative Gha>- 
san Tueni, called for a Council 
injunction to stop all acts of hos- 
tility against Lebanon and put an 
end to Israeli violations of Leban- 
ese sovereignly. 

He said the Christians in south- 
ern Lebanon were first and fore- 
most Lebanese citizens. They 
could not be looked upon as 
"accessories to Israel's strategic 
-interests”. Their only future lay in 
Lebanon's restored independence 
and sovereignty. 

Lebanon would never allow 
that they or any pan of the south 
be detached from its "historic 
body politic." he added. 

• Israeli ambassador Yehuda 
Blum said the situation in south- 
ern Lebanon could not be 
detached from that in the country 
as a whole. 


Iranian troops keep 
peace in Arab area 


KHOR RAMSH A H R. Iran. May 
31 (Agencies F-lrans authorities 
today sought to crush ethnic Arab 
unrest in the southwestern pro- 
vince of Khuzestan. centre of the 
country’s oil industry. 

Armoured columns of troops 
rumbled through this Gulf pen to 
reassert government authority 
after two days of fighting between 
the local Arab and Persian popu- 
lations. But bursts of intermittent 
heavy firing could still be heard in 
this city of 150,000. 

Arab sources acknowledged 
government forces were in consol 
of the key points of Khor- 
ramshahr. Diplomatic sources in 
Khorrurashahr said at least 100 
people had died in the fighting, 
though the official toll was put at 
21 dead and 7b injured. 

Aides of local Arab spiritual 
leader Sheikh Mohammad Taher 
Al Shobeir Khaghani said many 
people were killed this morning 
jnd that the casualty toll had risen 
to 200 dead and 600 injured. The 
sources said Ayatollah Khaghani 
.had contacted Islamic religious 
leaders in Tehran and Oom to 
obtain a ceasefire, but "so far. 
there have been no negotiations.” 

As the revolutionary authorities 
. flew in more troop rein- 
forcements. extra guards were put 
round oil installations to prevent 
sabotage attempts. 

In Iran's main oil centre of 
Ahwaz, 120 kilometres north of 
Khorramshahr. Persian 
militiamen captured the local 


Arab cultural centre early today, 
according to Persian sources in the 
provincial capital. Only a few 
shots were fired and there were no 
reports of casualties, the sources 
said.

Khorramshahr was divided into 
opposing armed camps at nightfall 
today. Arab militants held pos- 
itions on the west bank of the 
Karun river and in the northern 
section of the city , while youthful 
guardsmen, many hiding behind 
w’hite masks and hoods, held the 
city centre. 

Meanwhile, Ayatollah Ruhol- 
lah Khomeini's office in Oom 
announced tonight that the 79- 
year-old unofficial head of state 
had cancelled all private and 
public engagements for the next 
week because of tiredness. It gave 
no further details. 


Lately, he said. Israel had 
received information that the 
PLO had decided to step up "vio- 
lence" in the south and this was 
undoubtedly the cause of the 
heighsende tension ol the hist few 
days.

Israeli planes Hew over refugee 
camps in the Sidon area of south 
Lebanon today, official Lebanese 
sources said.

U.S. opposes PLO resolution 

UNCTAD nears climax 


MANILA. May 31 (R)-- Delegates from rich and 
pour countries embarked on all-night talks today 
to salvage what they could from a four-week 
tinned Nations Conference on Trade and 
Development (UNCTAD), which ends this 
weekend. 

The meeting is deadlocked on many trade and 
aid issues, and delegates hinted that one item 
likely to be dropped in last-minute bargaining 
would he the highly controversial question of the 
impact of rising oil prices. 

WcsiL-m countries have insisted thut no 
economic conference would be credible without 
talks on energy problems, and this blocked a 
wide-ranging resolution on principles for impro- 
ving Ihe world economy. 

But tonight several delegates said the United 
States had already informed Middle East oil pro- 
ducers that mention of energy would not be 
pushed through if developing countries withdrew 
a resolution proposed by the Palestine Liberation 
Organisation (PLO), regarded by Western coun- 
tries as highly political. 

This resolution calls for UNCTAD studies of 
'Palestine. Namibia (Southwest Africa). South 
Africa and Zimbabwe-Rhodesia. 

American sources said Washington strongly 
opposed the PLO move, even though Israel in the 
context of Palestine was not directly mentioned in 
the draft. 


"We are against it because it questions the 
legitimacy of Israel and also because it introduces 
political controversy into UNCTAD, which is 
supposed tn be limited lo economic issues." one 
American source said. The U.S. is also trying to 
stop a move by Cuba to act as host of the next 
UNCTAD conference in 1983. 

The European Economic Community tonight 
joined the United Stales in trying to block the 
PLO resolution. French ambassador Stephanc 
.Hessd told u news conference the community 
considered the resolution entirely out of place. 

The conference president, Philippines Foreign 
Minister Carlos Romulo, tonight called in a 
19-man “contact group” from the three main 
economic groupings and China to see if they could 
refine the mass of conflicting draft resolutions into 
acceptable form. 

This could mean producing resolutions pin- 
pointing areas of agreement while allowing the 
third world and the developed world to make 
separate statements of attitudes in the dosing ses- 
sion. 

This was one solution being offered on the 
vexed questions of multilateral trade negotiations. 
The developing countries reject Western state* 
ments ihai these gave the best method of building 
up access to markets of industrialised countries 
and want negotiations reopened. There has been 
no movement by either side on the issue. 


TEL AVIV. May 31 (R) - A 
ballot-rigging scandal shook the 
Israeli Knesset today, with 
charges that one of its most flam- 
boyant members. Shmuel Flaito- 
Shuron. offered extensive bribes 
to secure votes for his nnc-mun 
party. 

The Justice Ministry published 
a list of five charges which it said 
would be filed against Mr. 
Flaiio-Sharon once he was 
stripped of his parliamentary 
immunity. It will now ask the 
Knesset to remove the politician's 
immunity. 

Accused with Mr. Flatto- 
Sharon were iwo ot his aides. One 
of them, campaign manager 
Ya’acov Halfon. said that if the 
charges went ahead he would 
prove that what he was accused of 
doing for Mr. Flatto-Sharon he 
had done previously for other 
more established politicians. 

Mr. Flaito-Sharon's lawyer said 
the charges could "open a Pun- 
dora's box by proving that 
Flatto-Sharon did only what other 
politicians have done.” 

Mr. Flatto-Sharon came to 
Israel in 1972 from France ~ 
bhortly before French authorities 
began investigating his business 
affairs. A French court is now try- 
ing him in his absence for alleged 
fraud and tax evasion. 

It was after the French gov- 
ernment sought his extradition 
that Mr. Flatto-Sharon stood for 
parliament as an independent in 
the 1977 elections. His campaign 
was frankly based on his need to 
acquire parliamentary immunity 
in order to escape extradition.

Believing that the depopulation process in south Lebanon has 
alrcudv begun, the paper documents its assertion hv slating that 
over 50.fH)ii Arabs have been forced to leave their homes in Tyre 
as a result of Israeli shelling and encouragement by the U.N. 
lorces. 

The paper hopes that Arab leaders, particularly (he Syrians, arc 
"aware of the dimensions of the plot, and cnpahle of foiling it." 

AL DUSTOUR criticises President Carter's recent statements 
calling for sympathy for the Palestinian issue, and wonders who 
the president is addressing: *' In it the Israelis u ho are waging a war 
of annihilation against the Palestinians in south Lebanon or the 
U.S. administration which is doing so hv providing the Israelis 
with the weapons to cam out the war’? 

Condemning President Carter for restricting the Palestinians' 
right to determine their own destiny, the paper rejects his call us 
being "inadequate to handle the ( Palestinian) issue in its political 
context.'' 

The Palestinians do not need President Carter's sympathy nor 
anybody else'v They have rights and their problem is a political 
one which cannot he depicted as a humanitarian issue to be solved 
by sympathy, the paper says. 

The paper further criticises President Carter for backing down 
on his old promises to gram the Palestinians their rights, and says 
that his statement clearly represents the reality of ILS. intentions 
toward the Palestinians.

Nabataean exhibit, Citadel digs

AMMAN, May 31 — Spain will 
receive an unexpected 
archaeological treat from Jordan 
ibis fall. The Department of Anti- 
quities is adding over thirty 
artifacts to the touring Nabataean 
exhibit when it opens this Sep- 
tember in Madrid. Prof. Martin 
Ahnagroof the National Museum 
of Madrid, which will house the 
exhibit, was in Amman this week 
to discuss the additions with Dr. 
Adnan Hadidi. director of the 
Department of Antiquities. 

Dr. Hadidi told the Jordan 
Times today that the exhibition 
opened in Lyon. France last year 
with additional Nabatean pieces 
on loan from the Louvre. The dis- 
play moved to the Palace of 
Tokyo, a Paris Museum, in May 
last year. Dr. Hadidi added that 
response to the exhibit, which will 
cl« >se there shortly, has been ** verv 
enthusiastic. There has been a 
record number of visitors.” 

This week he and Prof. 
Almagro discussed augmenting 
the touring exhibition with 


artifacts contributed by JonJah. as 
Spain prefers, rather than by the 
Louvre. The two men accordingly 
have arranged the insurance and 
shipping for the Nabataean 
inscriptions, ceramic Figurines; 
lamps, glassware and sculpture to 
be sent to Madrid in the first weejt 
of September in time for the. 
mid-month opening of the exhib- 
ition there. 

The National Museum of Mad- 
rid and the Department of Anti - 
quities are also collaborating on a 
bilingual Spanish - Arabic catalo- 
gue of the artifacts for the three 
month exhibit there. 

The display will open again in 
Brussels in January, 1980 and will 
be moved on to Vienna in ApriL 
Dr. Hadidi said that requests for 
the exhibit have been received 
from Basel, Switzerland and 
Bucharest, Romania,

AMMAN. May 3 1 — A very spe- 
cial heart-warming event took 
place yesterday afternoon at the 
gymnasium of the University of 
Jordan.

130 handicapped children 
from all thirteen centres in the 
country fbuth government and 
privately run) assembled in one 
place to participate in a national 
sports day. 

The sports day was organised by 
ihe Department of Special Edu- 
cation and Rehabilitation within 
the Department of Social Affairs 
under the patronage of the Minis- 
ter of Labour Isam AjJouni. 

Fadua Murad of the Depart- 
ment of Special Education told the 
Jordan Times how encouraged she 
was by the success ot this event 
which brought such happiness to 
the children. The jim of the spurts 
day was to give the handicapped 
children .1 chance to participate in 
activities ihul normal children 
enjoy and to give them a sense of 
accomplishment and pride. As a 
result of yesterday’s success simi- 
lar events may be incorporated in 
the different centres’ activities in 
the future. 

Four categories of handicapped 
children took pan: deaf, blind. 


physically handicapped and men- 
tally retarded. Different kinds of 
races and team events were organ- 
ised for each category and for dif- 
ferent age groups. The blind chil- 
dren. for instance, succeeded 
quite admirably in a running, 
skipping race and a sack race and 
presented, two attractive dahkeh 
dances. 

Gy mnastic and acrobatic shows 
were put on by the deaf, and the 
mentally retar Jed took part in an 
obstacle race which involved 
scrambling through tunnels and 
over hurdles, as well as other 
events including a xery enter- 
taining game ot musical chairs. 

Wheelchair-bound children 
amazed the spectators with a quite 
daring display of skill in man- 
oeuvring their chairs during a race 
which necessitated rolling up a 
ramp, turning round and execut- 
ing a precarious descent down 
three steps on the other side. 

The winner of each event 
received a gold medal and all par- 
ticipants received silver medals 
from the minister of labour. Cups 
donated by a variety of gov- 
ernment departments and organ- 
isations were presented to each 
eentre as u token oi support and to 
encourage the centres to keep up 
their good work in special edu- 
cation.

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Nottingham Forest wins European Cup 

M L NICH , AVest Germany. May 31 (R)-- Trevor Francis. Not- 
tingham Forest's £1 million striker, kept England at the top of 
European club soccer and dashed the modest hopes of Swedish 
champions Malmoe here last night. An epic 30-metre goal scoring 
.sprint by Francis gave Forest a 1-0 win in the one of most 
unmernorable European Cup finals of the tournament's 24-year 
history. 

TTie result delighted the 20.000 Forest supporters in 
Munich's Olympic Stadium and looked like consigning under- 
dogs Malmoe to oblivion. “Nobody will remember us in two 
weeks.” said the Swedish club's London-born manager Bob 
Houghton. 

Forest scraped home when Francis surged down the field and 
headed the ball into the roof of the net just before halftime. Forest 
manager Brian Clough left the pitch after the final whistle, saying 
his club's biggest achievement was winning the English First Divi- 
sion title last year, immediately after gaining promotion from the 
Second Division. 

But Forest certainly earned the title. Thev beat reigning 
champions Liverpool in the first round and bounced back to 
overcome West German favourites Cologne on their own pitch to 
win their semi-final tie on a 4-3 aggregate. 

Malmoe' s manager Houghton said: "Forest are a very good 
side— technically much better than us. If we were to win, we had to 
catch them on u bad day and we would have had to have had a 
good day.” 

Malmoe did not have a good day, perhaps because their First 
choice centre backs Bo Larsson and Roy Andersson both had to 
stay home as a result of knee injuries and because their most 
experienced player. Staffan Tapper, had to limp off the fieldin the 
first half. Tapper, \eteran of two Swedish World Cup final cam- 
paigns. injured a foot in training on the eve of the match. 

English Country Cricket Championship 

LONDON. May 31 (R)--Syhcster Clarke, Surrey's 24-year-old 
Barbadian pace bowler, whipped out five Northamptonshire 
batsmen for 55 runs today in one of only two English Country 
Cricket Championship matches not washed out by rain. With 
off-spinner Pat Pocock claiming four for 43. Northamptonshire 
slumped to I 57 ail out after being 12S for two. It would have been 
much worse bur for a superb innings of 93 by Wayne Larkins, who 
cut and drove 1 1 fours. Clarke took four wickers for four runs in 
24 deliveries and Pocock had three in 21 balls after an afternoon 
downpour. But both had earlier been tamed by Larkins’ great 
stroke plus. Andry Stosold. scoring 46. and Zaheer Abbas. 22. 
figured in a stand of 49 for Gloucestershire against Lancashire 
before rain ended play.

Since the ace of clubs was 
probably with West, declarer 
was looking at two trump 
losers, at least, and possibly 
two in clubs, to say nothing 
of hearts. 

East's queen of diamonds 
lost to the king, and declarer 
led the ten of hearts, which 
held. A heart to the jack won. 
and declarer discarded a club 
on the ace of hearts. Now he 
led a trump. 

West won the jack, cashed ! 
the ace of dubs and led the 
king of hearts. East ruffed 
with the king of spades, and 
declarer still had to sur- 
render a trick to the ace of 
spades for down one. 

Reese writes: "'It is impor- 
tant in this type of situation 
to play loser-on-loser, dispos- 
ing of the card tfaaL may 
allow the opponents to make 
their high trumps separately. 
South must play a fourth 
round of hearts himself, 
discarding the king of dubs. 
The defenders make this 
trick, and thereafter only 
two trump tricks."

against protest by EEC 


WASHINGTON, May 31 (R) -- The United States is 
defending its introduction of an emergency subsidy 
for American imports of diesel fuel and home heat- 
ing oil after accusations by the European Common 
Market that the measure is inflationary. 


The Common Market's Energy 
Commissioner Guido Brunner 
called U.S. Ambassador Dean 
Hinton to his office in Brussels 
yesterday to protest against the 
programme. 

An EEC spokesman said the 
subsidy would lead to inter- 
national speculation and price 
rises. 

The subsidy of S5 a barrel on 
imports of what are called "middle 
distillates." mainlv diesel fuel and 


heating oil. was announced last 
Thursday. It was made retroactive 
to May 1 and will end on Sept. 1. 

The Energy Depan mem in 
Washington defended the U.S. 
Government against EEC cri- 
ticism that it was forcing other 
states to share the effects of 
America's internal problems. 

A department sppkesman said 
the programme was not designed 
to take oil from Europe, but to 
boost imports from other areas 


Rhodesia: Arrests 
mar official end 
of white domination 

SALISBURY. May 31 fR|— Eighty-eight years of outright white 
domination in Rhodesia come to an end at midnight tonight when 
Bishop Abel Muzorewa’s black majority government takes over 
from the outgoing white Premier Ian Smith. 

But shortly before the appointment of the bishop's 17- man cabinet 
yesterday . police arrested several prominent officials of the only legal 
black opposition party to the new- government. 

Bishop Muzorewa has named five whites for ministerial posts , 
among them Mr. Smith who becomes minister without portfolio. The 
new premier reserv ed for himself the key war ministries of combined 
operations and defence. 

But the announcement of the new cabinet was soured when the 
Rev. Ndabninci Sithole's faction of the Zimbabwe African National 
Union iZANU t said eight of its officials had been arrested in dawn 
swoop* by police. 

The arrests of the ZANU-Sithole officials, including Deputy Sec- 
retary General Tobias Chizengeni. were made while the party was 
still formally a member of the transitional government. It is boy- 
cotting the coalition led by Bishop Muzorewa because it alleges his 
election victory was rigged. 

Police declined to give details of the arrests. One ZANU official 
was led from pany headquarters in Salisbury in handcuffs. Informed 
sources said they believed alleged criminal and not political offences 
were involved. 

But ZANU-Sithole spokesman James Dzvova said: "We regard it 
as a political move by the incoming administration to harrass our 
supporters. We think it will be counter-productive, especially over- 
seas. It is a sad start to the new administration." 

Another shock for Rhodesians yesterday was the announcement 
of a 20 per cent rise in the price of petrol, which is already strictly 
:a ironed. Ministers said it would have a marked effect on the cost of 
living and the balance of payments. 

From midnight the country's name will be changed to Zimbabwe 
Rhodesia. The new government will base its case for international 


like the Caribbean. 

The shortage of middle dis- 
tillates in the United States at pre- 
sent is serious, the department 
said. A major factor leading to the 
scarcity was the decision of 
refiners in the last three months 
of 1978 to concentrate on petroi 
production, it added.

Yesterday, Energy Secretary 
James Schlesinger said drivers 
might face another month of tight 
fuel supplies in June because of 
announced cutbacks by some oil 
companies. 

U.S. trade deficit 

Meanwhile, sharply higher 
imports of oil and cars drove the 
U.S. trade balance more deeply 
into deficit in April, the gov- 
ernment reported yesterday. 

The Commerce Department 
said imports exceeded exports by 
S2.15 billion in April, compared 
with an S821.3 million deficit in 
March. 

Imports rose five per cent dur- 
.ing the month to SI 6.04 billion 
while exports fell 3.9 per cent to 
Si 3.88 billion. 

The deficit for April was the 
largest since January's S3.1 bil- 
lion. 

Despite the deterioration, the 
U.S. trade position for the year 
remains markedly better than last 
year, when the nation registered a 
record S28.5 billion deficit — a 
major factor in the decline of the 
dollar last year. 

Government officials expect the 
total deficit for 1979 will amount 
to about S23 or $24 billion. 

The latest report showed the 
key to the increase in imports was 
a nine per cent rise in oil ship- 
ments to $4.05 billion and a 54.5 
per cent rise in car shipments to 
SI. 05 billion.

Ma\ 31 fR)-Major 
industrialised countries and the 
Yv’.rld Bank agreed yesterday on 
:*n aid package for Turkey total- 
ling m.ire than SI.

Cooperation and Development 
lOECD) announced.

Emile van Lcnnep told a Paris 
press conference that the aid was 
conditional on Turkey concluding 
a new standby agreement with the 
International Monetary Fund 
(IMF).

osals for a substantial devaluation 
of the Turkish lira.

The financial rescue operation 
for the battered Turkish economy 
was worked out when an OECD 
mission visited Turkey last week, 
informed sources said. 

West German Chancellor Hel- 
mut Schmidt first proposed as 
assistance programme for Turkey 
at the Guadeloupe summit in 
January, also attended by the 
leaders of the United States. 
France and Britain. 

An OECD statement said 


commercial banks were expected 
to provide loans to Turkey of S400 
million, and the World Bank will 
add loans of Si 50 million. 

Soon after the new agreements 
are signed, the commercial banks 
will allow Turkey to top up exist- 
ing loans by S400 million. 

Turkey will also be given more 
time to redeem convertible Turk- 
ish lira deposits of about $2 bil- 
lion. 

Informed sources said the assis- 
tance was to be considered sepa- 
rately from aid also being sought 
by Turkey from the International 
Monetary Fund (IMF). 

But sources in Washington said * 
last week it appeared any pledges 
by Western countries in OECD 
would be conditional on Turkey 
acception the terms of an IMF 
programme to revive its economy. 

Turkey is beset by soaring infla- 
tions and a huge external trade 
deficit. According to Turkish offi- 
cials, the country’s outstanding 
external debt, including interest 
payments totalled $19 billion in 
March. 

Turkish Finance Minister Ziya 
Muezzinoglu told a press con- 
ference after yesterday's meeting 
that his country's current account 
deficit for this year was now 
expected to reach about $1.9 bil- 
lion. 

Original estimates had put the 
figure at SI.5 billion but the bill 


had increased mainly due to rising 
oil prices, he said. 

Mr. Muezzinoglu said Turkey s 
external debt was about S12 bil- 
lion of which approximately half 
was to short-term major donors in 
the OECD special action prog- 
ramme. 

West Germany, the United 
States. France, Japan Britain, 
Switzerland, Italy and the Nether- 
lands all contributed to the aid 
package. Smaller amounts are 
being provided by Austria, Nor- 
way, Sweden Belgium, Denmark 
and Finland. 


SAN SALVADOR. May 31 (R)

demanded more protection from 
Salvadorean authorities after 
Swiss Charge d'Affaires Hugo 
Wev was killed by gunmen as he 
drove to work. 

As securiiy forces searched for 
Mr. Wey’s assassins. Peruvian 
Ambassador Adclmo Risi Fer- 
reiros told Reuter that the dip- 
lomatic cprps in El Salvador was 
“shocked by this senseless mur- 
der." 

"The diplomatic corps is sure 
this horrible act will be repudiated 
worldwide," Mr. Risi. senior fore- 
ign envoy here said. 

Yesterday the diplomatic corps 
asked the Salvadorean Gov- 
ernment for more protection of 
foreign officials immediately after 
Mr. Wey's murder. 

Unidentified gunmen killed Mr. 
Wcy as he tried to escape a kidnap 
attempt, police said. 

In December 1970. Giovanni 
Bucher, Switzerland's ambas- 
sador to Brazil, was kidnapped by 
urban guerrillas in Rio de Janeiro. 
They released him aftei holding 
him for more than a month when 
the government freed 70 political 
opponents from prison. 


The Swiss diplomat's murder in 
Ei Salvador yesterday came after a 
wave of unrest in which leftists 
have seized embassies and 
churches, pressing the gov- 
ernment to release political pris- 
oners. 

The spiralling violence forced 
President Carlos Humberto Rom- 
ero to impose 3 state of siege last 
week, following the assassination 
of Education" Minister Carlos 
Herrera Rebolio. 

So far nobody has claimed

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Paris hit by 2nd bomb 
attack in past month 

PARIS. May 31 (R) - Twenty-one bombs exploded at banks and 
public buildings in Paris early today, but no one was reported injured, 
police said. If was the second major Ibomb attack in the French capital 
in the past month. 

Police said anonymous callers claiming to represent the Corsican 
National Liberation Front (FLNC) called radio stations to claim 
responsibility for the bombings. 

On May 2. seven bombs exploded outside unmanned police sta- 
tions. shops, a bank, a garage and administrative offices. Then, a 
previously unknown group called “Coordinated Revolutionary 
Action." claimed responsibility. 

Today's attacks occurred between 2:30 and three a.m.The bombs 
were generally small and were placed In various Paris and suburban 
districts, police said. 

On May 7, 27 bombs exploded on the Mediterranean island of 
Corsica, coinciding with the third anniversary of the FLNC. But no 
one claimed responsibility for the.m. The FLNC claimed respon- 
sibility for a total of 34 explosions, none of them causing any casual- 
ties. in France and Corsica in Maixh. 

Founded in 1976, the FLNC has been conducting a sometimes 
violent campaign for autonomy for Corsica. A group of alleged 
Corsican autonomists are due to appear before France's state sec- 
urity court in the near future.

TRIPOLI, Libya, May 31 - “We 
consider government is an instru- 
ment of dictatorship. Gov- 
ernments must disappear." 

The speaker is not some wild- 
eyed student anarchist, but Libyan 
leader Muammar Qadhafi, prob- 
ably the world’s only head of state 
whose life’s ambition is to elimi- 
nate his own job. 

Ten years after leading a blood- 
less revolution which ousted 
Libya’s monarchy. Colonel Qadh- 
afi refused to be called president 
or head of government— or even to 
promote himself to general. 

"I accept the title of ‘leader of 
the revolution’ but I do not lead 
with authority. J don’t issue deci- 
sions or laws— my job is to enable 
the masses to govern themselves." 
he told Reuters in a recent inter- 
view. 

In proof of this. Colonel Qadh- 
afi has given up all his official 
posts, has disbanded the military 
command council which led the 
revolution and has proclaimed 
Libya the world's first 
jamahiriyah— a term of his own 
coining meaning "republic of the 
masses." 

He remains, he says, the revolu- 
tion's guardian and spiritual, 
caretaker, working to put into’ 
practice the ideas of his Green 
Book, a slim volume which he 
believes contains "the theory of 
tomorrow for all the world." 

The theory starts from the pre- 
mise that voting for a party or can- 
didate every five years or so is a 
pretty poor substitute for demo- 
cracy. “Representation is fraud," 
says the Green Book in one of the 
slogans with which it abounds. 


Even if a party wins an absolute 
majority, it may represent only 51 
per cent of the voters, saddling 49 
per cent with a government they 
did not choose. “The party system 
aborts democracy." says the book. 

Col. Qadhaffs theory rejects 
classes, parties, parliaments, 
plebescires and almost every other 
known form of administration in 
the search for a system of real 
democracy. 

And he substitutes the prop- 
osition that only the people can 
take decisions on behalf of the 
people. 

To this end. every adult is enti- 
tled to join a basic popular con- 
gress, a local forum in which any- 
one can propose anything for dis- 
cussion and acceptance. 

This elects a working committee 
to carry out its decisions, and the 
committees’ secretaries together 
comprise a general people’s con- 
gress at the national level, joined 
by elected representatives of trade 
unions and special interest bodies 
and of the basic congresses them- 
selves. 

The differences between the 
general people's congress and a 
traditional parliament, says Col. 
'Qadhafi. is that the congress does 
not make laws, and no executive is 
drawn from its ranks. 

“The general people's congress 
states the country’s policy for a 
year, but does not decide it. The 
.policy is decided in the people’s 
committees. At the congress it is 
only put into its final form.” he 
explains. 

In the same way, the different 
ministries are run by elected 
committees and headed by sec- 
retaries who do not make policies 


but merely put them into action. 

“No one can replace or cancel a 
committee, but the people can 
change and replace 
individuals— and. they do." says 
Col. Qadhafi. 

“This is real popular demo- 
cracy. That is why we say that any 
country that has no people’s con- 
gresses has no real democracy." 

The aims of Libyan foreign pol- 
icy are frequently criticised, espe- 
cially in the West, but in his home 
policy. Col. QadhafTs desire for 
genuine people’s rule is unques- 
tionably sincere. 

Even the army, through which 
he was enabled to bring about his 
revolution, wiQ ultimately be dis- 
banded, he says. 

“The masses themselves will be 
responsible for defending their 
country as the traditional array 
disappears." 

To doubts about the prac- 
ticability of this he replies: 

“Who has the right to decide 
other than the people? Whenever 
anyone says the masses cannot do 
this or that — there are urgent 
problems, bow can the masses face 
them? — what does it mean? Only 
another excuse for dictatorship.” 

The Libyan leader’s theories 
are avowedly socialist— the coun- 
uy itself is now officially the 
Socialist People’s Libyan .Arab 
Jamahiriyah. But it is a flexible 
socialism, proclaiming common 
ownership of land and the means 
of production but equally guaran- 
teeing private rights over food, 
housing, clothing and personal 
transport. 

"The ideas are new, but they are 
based on human principles." Col. 
Qadhafi explains. 
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
